Alleluia that reverberates around the globe.

ATTEMPTED MURDER 


Foreigner Shoots Companion Instead 


of Bartender at Saxton. 


Monday afternoon a number of for- 
eigners from Minersville went to Sax- 
ton and, having indulged too f re sly 
in liquor, created a disturbance at 
the Chalfonte Hotel. 


One of the men, John Krulick, a 
Slav, provoked the bartender, Harry 
Gates, and was put out of the room. 
He immediately returned and, level- 
ing a revolver at Gates, discharged 
the weapon. A bystander interfered 
and thrust the weapon aside, the bul- 
let going wide of the human target, 
passing through the door, and strik- 
ing Lawrence Roman, a brother-in- 
law of Krulielc 


The latter ' then proceeded to the 


Altanabnt Hotel where he was detaihr 
ed until officer Tilden Weaver came 
and arrested him. He was placed in 
the lock-up and on Tuesday taken be- 
fore Justice S. H. Little to answer to 
the charge preferred by Mr. Gates of 
aggravated assault with intent to kill, 
and the charges of carrying conceal- 
ed weapons and drunk and disorder- 
ly, preferred by Officer Weaver. Kru- 
lick's defense was that he was too 
drunk to know what he was doing at 
the time he shot. 
He was committed 
to lail at this place on Tuesday. 


The bullet struck Roman in the 


left side of the face', near the mouth, 
knocked out six teeth and lodged in 
his throat. 
After temporary treat- 


ment he was taken to the Altoona 
Hospital, where the bullet was re- 
moved. His condition is not serious.

I HOUGH his baptismal name was 


Thomas Jonathan Jackson, the 
great southern general will be 
known iu history always as 


Sfonewall Jackson. 
In fact, this so- 


briquet bestowed upon tLe Confederate 
T^irrior through Genera! Bee's remark 
aC-the fir^t battle of Bull Run, or Ma- 
ntes, "There stands Jackson like a 
srone wall," became so intimately iden- 
tified with Jackson's name even before 
his untimely death in the very midst 
of the war that it came to be printed 
without quotation marks. 


Stonewall Jackson always stood like 


a, stone wall for whatever he believed 
to. be right. A native Virginian, he be- 
Ifejed that Virginia and the south had 
the highest warrant for seceding from 
the Union. Jackson believed that se- 
cession under the circumstances at- 
te^ding the struggle wa« ordained of 
God,. 
To him the Confederate cause 


w&s always a sacred cause, and to him 
th'e war was a religious war. He was 
a modern crusader. Not only his head 
and heart, but his. soul was in the 
figfct. 


.tackson opened every battle with 


prayer. Daily and nightly he prayed 
In. his tent, and every man under his 
command, no matter how irreligious, 
felt 'the spiritual uplift of his prayers. 


But Jackson fought as well as he 


prayed. 
He was a military genius. 


Historians north and south, American 
anfl European, have characterized him 
as" one of the very ablest generals on 
either side of the conflict. But for his 
death when the war had still two yeara 
txrrnn Stonewall Jackson might have 
come out of the straggle as the fore- 
rn'ost military genius of The civil war.

Ground on Which It Is to Be Bui! 


Must Be Drained. 


SHAPING IS MOST IMPORTANT 


That of Finished Highway* Should 


Be In Cross Section, Shallow Curve 
or 
Shallow 
Truncated 
Cone—How 


to Grade—Materials to Use. 


Today a good road must be surveyed. 


It must circle or wind its way up hills 
instead of mounting them in defiance 
of the laws of gravity. It should not 
follow the primitive settler's path or 
the track of his cow. 
It must avoid 


creeks and swamps, and everywhere 
its grade should be foreseen with near- 
ly as much care as is used on a rail- 
road. 


As a chain is no stronger than its 


weakest link, just so the greatest load 
which can be hauled over a road Is the 
load which can be hauled through the 
deepest mudhole or up the steepest hil 
on that road. The cost of haulage is 
therefore necessarily increased in pro 
portion to the roughness of the surface 
or the steepness of the grade. 
This 


cost may easily be reckoned directlj 
In time, loss of temper and wear and 
tear on the horse. Indirectly it amounts 
to tens of thousands of dollars. 


The ground on which the road is to 


be built must be drained. This is va- 
riously done, according to different cir- 
cumstances, but the fundamental re- 
quirement is side ditches. 
These, be- 


ing lower than the bed of the road, 
receive the water from its surface as 
well as from its body. 


On hills no "thank-you-ma'ams'* or 


breaks or hummocks should be con- 
structed, 'but instead the road should 
be sloped so that the water will run 
to the side channels or, if necessary, 
be led to them by broad, shallow 
ditches cut diagonally across. Under- 
ground culverts from the uphill to the 
downhill side of the road should be 
built at frequent Intervals. 


If the highway is through low or 


springy land subdrainage as well as 


cellent surface. Sawdust, tanbark, the 
refuse of sugar cane> straw, flax and 
swamp grass have all been successful- 
ly utilized. 


In the stone road the process as far 


as tt goes Is exactly the same. The 
roadbed must be surveyed, graded, 
drained, shaped and rolled. In gen- 
eral, two kinds of stone road are in 
use, the macadam and the telford, 
named from the two Scotchmen who 
first made practical application of 
their principles. In both broken stone 
is rolled to a compact, curved bed, fit- 
tingly drained. The main difference Is 
that the telford road has a subpare- 
ment of hand laid rocks, over which 
smaller courses of gravel are spread 
and crushed. In both^cases the stones 
must be fairly uniform and angular, so 
as to fit together under pressure. To 
cement this mass water and stone 
screenings, but n<j^er earth or clay, are 
rollad into the sur?ice. 


The qualities required of gravel to 


be available for constructing a mac- 
adam or a telford road are, above all, 
aardness and toughness. Stones con- 
taining flint or quartz, for instance, 
are bad, because, although hard, they 
are brittle. Most kinds of granite are 
undesirable, since they decompose rap- 
idly, bwt the darker one, containing 
hornblende instead of feldspar, are 
better. Slate and sandstone are use- 
less. Some limestones are good, but 
the best material is traprock. This is 
hard and tough. In case enough trap 
cannot be got an inferior stone may be 
used underneath and the trap for sur- 
facing. 


A stone road thus carefully eon 


structed is an expensive undertaking, 
but once built it is there for all time 
and serves all comers. Over a good 
road the traffic Increases year by year. 


The Dutch boy who stopped a flood 


by thrusting his arm Into the hole in 
the dike understood the principle of 
water wear. This same principle ap- 
plies to roads as well as to dikes. Once 
a channel, is started destruction Is sure 
to follow. A .wheel rut cutting into an 
unforeseen soft spot or a patch of loos- 
ened stones may If unmended be the 
beginning of hundreds of dollars of 
waste. Nothing deteriorates so rapidly 
as a neglected road, and few things 
are so easy to maintain In perfect con- 
dition if slight continual painstaking 
inspection is allowed to rule. 


In some southern states, especially 


those in the valleys of the Mississippi 
and its tributaries, burnt clay roads 
have been used. The process Is simple. 
The clay roadbed is plowed up and 
roasted over open wood fires, much as 
bricks are baked. The "gumbo" or 
"buckshot" thus loses a good deal of 
its water and when mixed with un- 
cooked clay and then thoroughly rolled 
forms a smooth and durable surface.— 
William Leavitt Stoddard in Youth's 
Companion.

Dry roadbeds are as esseritla 


for good roads as dry powder for sue 
cessful fighting. If water Is allowed 
to get at the foundation ot the road It 
undermines, freezes and eventually 
loosens the soil. Everybody who has 
floundered hub high through sprlnj 
mud knows that this is only too true 
Subdrainsrare In the end inexpensive. 
They may be constructed of fielc 
stone, of logs or fagots of wood or 
bundles of brush, of brick or, best ol 
all, of tile and. stone. 


The general shape of all roadbeds 


as well as of all finished highways, 
should be in cross section, a shallow 
curve or else a shallow truncated cone 
In this respect, ns well as in regard to 
drainage, Ho-< the superiority of the 
modern ovrr the Roman road. 
The 


aim today is HI build a hard, smooth, 
well graded and well drained, water- 
proof and compact pavement on which 
wheeled vehicles ma,\ travel in safety 
and with speed. One inch to the foot 
Is a successful curve. 


The preliminary grading, after the 


stumps and large stones have been re- 
moved and the general "smoothing" 
has been done, is accomplished by 
means of the road machine, which 
may be ad.lusled so as to spread the 
earth, shnvc it away at the desired 
angles and roughly whittle the bed to 
the required form. By it also the sido 
ditches arc partly <luf* out. A road 
thus "crowned," or rounded off, even 
if nothing more is done to it, will give 
better service than Its old, flat, un- 
drnlned predecessor.

arranged this campaign so 
'that detachments of the army 


j 
would leave several points 


and with various objects to be accom- 
plished, while the eventual objective 
was to concentrate and corral with a 
cordon strong enough to crush forever 
the power of the northern Sioux and 
Cheyennes and their allies. 
Expedi- 


tions under Major General George A. 
Crook, General Wesley Merritt and 
Major General Eugene A. Carr started 
from different points, but with active 
relations, In cutting off the southern 
Indians, especially the Ogallala and 
Brule Sioux and the Cheyennes, from 
joining en masse with Sitting Bull or 
to obstruct and prevent any junction 
of the northern Sioux with them, as 
such junctir--1 would have given them 
a strength almost equal to the army 
and many times larger than the forces 
In that section of the country. These 
three commanders will always stand 
In the front rank of our most experi- 
enced soldiers in. the civil war and es- 
pecially in Indian warfare, had grad- 
uated at both games and had on their 
rosters of officers men destined to be- 
come equally famous and successful 
Merritt's command worked successful- 
ly and had many skirmishes, Anally 
cutting the main body of the Indians 
off and driving _them back to their 
agency southward, while driving back 
the porthern^ Indians coming south- 
On July 15. -while I was scouting for 
information, General Merritt ascer- 
tained through, .Paymaster (afterward 
JSeneral) , Stanton that 800 hostile 
Cheyennes, fully equipped for the war- 
path, had started to join Sitting Boll. 
These savage horsemen, probably the 
best in the. world, would ha^e a start 
of sixty miles if Merritt pushed to the 


• agency to make certain of th^ir inten- 
tion and then pursued them. He did 
nothing of 'he kind. As we had been 
retracing our steps they felt perfectly 
secure—so much so that the white 
chief, they thought, could not double 
on his tracks and cut them off before 
they reached the timber fringe of the 
Cheyenne. This they could not imag- 
ine for one minute, and Merritt had 
to plan a ride that would test to the 
utmost the possibilities of man and 
horse to overcome the advantage they 
had of him. To discomfit these scien- 
tific fighters he had to ride clear 
around them in the arc of a circle, 
while they went in a bee line, and must 
do it without being discovered, bring 
every horse and man to the battle 
front in good condition, as with seven 
companies of cavalry that were availa- 
ble they outnumbered him two to one, 
and by leaving the wagon trains and 
Impedimenta behind ine'n and horses 
would have short rations. It was an 
adventurous ride, worthy of extend- 
ed comment, and the old Indian trai! 
was found. 
The Indians had not 


They were an astonished lot of redskins. 
passed yet, and, dust covered and 
weary, at 3 a. m. of the 17th of July 
the command to unsaddle was given 
on the banks of Hat creek, across the 
Indian front, with the -Cheyennes In 
camp not ten miles away. We had 
oirtraced and were then ahead of them, 
having made one of the most remarka- 
ble rides in cavalry annals. 


We had come seventy-five miles in 


twenty-four hours and were ready at 
daybreak, and the Cheyennes appeared 
simultaneously. They wero an aston- 
ished lot of redskins, and here occur- 
red what is known ns the battle of 
War Bonnet Creek. It was in this en- 
gagement that fate allotted to me the 
duty to meet personally and success- 
fully the war chief Yellow Hand. A 
Matter of detail that I well remember, 
the chief yelled to me, "Come on, 
come on, White Long Hair!" ("Cooa. 
coon, Po-Ha-He-Has-Ka!" in 
Chey- 


enne). We both fired simultaneously, 
my first bullet going throutrh the 
chief'3 log and entering the body of hl<3 
horse. His bullet glanced OD my sad 


die, and my horse stumbled in a prat 
rie dog hole, but I lauded on my feet. 
Kneeling quickly, I put a bullet 
through the head of his horse, coming 
on at speed. 
Thus we were both 


afoot and^ia, close proximity. 
The 


story is better told in the press dls 
patches, of that day and by Lieutenant 
(now General) Charles King in his 
book, 
"Campaigning 
With Crook.' 


The dates and arrival of these dis 
patches will ...show how isolated was 
the country and the length of time it 
took to communicate with the east:

The Indians, Utterly Surprised, Rush 


Back In Disorder — The Latest 


From General Crook's Army. 


"Fort Laramie, July 22, 1876. 


"At noon on Saturday, the 15th inst. 


Ihe Fifth cavalry, under General Mer 
ritt, were bivouacked on Rawhide 
creek, eighteen miles from Fort Lara 
mie, to which point they were ordered 
hi from the Cheyenne river, 100 miles 
north, en route to join Crook. A con 
rier suddenly appeared from the agency 
with dispatches stating that 800 Chey 
ennes were making preparation to 
leave for the northwest to join Sitting 
Bull, that he was to throw himsel 
across their line of march in tune to 
Intercept them, and Merritt had tc 
make 'eighty miles before they coulc 
make thirty, but off he went, and 
Sunday, plight found him with seven 
companies hiding under the bluffs on 
"yVaf Bonnet or Hat Creek square up 
to their front. 


"At daybreak Monday morning Lieu 


tenant King, commanding the outposts 
to the southeast, sent word that th« 
war parties were coming over the ridge 
from the reservation. Joining -him a 
the advanced post. General Merrit 
found the report correct. 
The com 


mand noiselessly mounted and was 
massed under the bluffs a quarter of a 
mile to the rear and out of sight of the 
Indians. 


"At the same time the wagon train 


under Lieutenant W. T. Hall, now 
Brigadier General Hall, was some sb 
miles off to the southwest, slowly ap 
proaching, and the Indians •were close 
ly watching, but keeping concealed 
from the view of its guard. The two 
companies of Infantry with him weri 
riding in the wagons. 
At 6 o'clock 


the Indians were swarming all along 
the ridge to the southeast, some three 
miles away. Suddenly a party of eigh 
or ten warriors came dashing down a 
ravine that led directly under the hi! 
where Lieutenant King and his six 
men were watching. 


"The object was as suddenly appar- 


ent. 
Two horsemen, unconscious ol 


the proximity of the foe, had ventured 
out ahead of the tralu and were mak- 
ing rapidly for the creek. They were 
couriers with dispatches for the com- 
mand. The Indians, utterly ignorant 
of, the rapid move of the Fifth, were 
simply bent on 'jumping' the courier: 
and getting their scalps. 
" 'Buffalo Bill,' chief of the scouts, lay 


on the hill with King and instantly 
sprang to his horse down off the hill. 
'All keep out of fight,' said the gen- 
eral. 'Mount now. and when the word 
Is given off with you!' Then, turning 
to the officer of the picket, he said: 
'Watch them, King. Give the word 
when you are ready ' 


"Crouching behind the little butte. 


Bill and his party of two scouts and 
six soldiers were breathlessly wait- 
Ing. Halfway up were the general and 
his staff. 
The lieutenant lay at the 


crest, watching the rapidly advancing 
foe. 
Down they came, nearer and 


nearer, the sun flashing from their 
brilliantly painted bodies and their pol- 
ished ornaments. Then, just as they 
were dashing by the front of the hill. 
King shoutr. 'Now, lads, In with you!' 


"General Jlerritt sprang up to see 


the attack .-'ust as a tall Indian reeled 
In his saddle, shot by Corporal Wilkin- 
son of K company. An answering bul- 
let whistled by the general's head just 
when King, still 011 watch, sung out, 
'Here they come by dozens.' The re- 
serve Indians came swarming down 
the ridge to the rescue. Company K 
was instantly ordered to the front, 
but before it appeared from behind the 
bluff the Indians, emboldened by the 
rush of their friends to the rescue, 
turned savagely on 'Buffalo Bill' and 
the little party at the outpost. 


"The latter sprang from their horses 


and met the daring charge with a vol- 
ley. Yellow Hand, a young Cheyenne 
brave, came foremost, singling Bill as 
a foeman worthy of his st<ftl. 
Cody, 


kneeling and taking deliberate aim. 
sent a bullet through the chief's IPS; 
and into his horse. 
Do-nn wont the 


two, and before his friends could 
reach him R second shot from Rill's 
rifle laid the rcd&kln low. 


"On came the others, bent on anni- 


hilating the little band that opposed 
them, when, to their amazement, a long 
blue line popped up in their way, and 
K company, with Colonel Mason at its 
head, dashed at them. Leaving their 
dead, the Cheycimes scattered back 
hcltcr skelter for the ridge, but their 
fire was wild and their stand a short 
one. 
Company after company de- 


bouched from behind the bluff, and, ut- 
terly disheartened, tljc Indians rushed 


1 


for the reservation, leaving behind' all l> 
their provisions. General Merritt 'puf- [ 
sued them until night, when the whole' 
command went Into camp at the agency. 


"The Indians left their dead and ad- 


mit having more wounded. They lost 
six ponies. Their friends at Red Cloud 
say they never dreamed that the Fifth 
cavalry could get there in time to head 
them off. 
[ 


"The regiment sustained no loss. It1 


arrived at Laramie yesterday and 
leaves for Crook's command tomor- 
row." 


The above is from the New York 


Herald, Sunday, July 23, 1876. 


From Captain Charles King's "Cam- 


paigning With Crook," published in 
1890: 
" 'By Jove, general,' says 'Buffalo 


BUI,' sliding backward down the hill, 
'now's our chance. 
Let the party 


mount here out of sight and" we'll cut 
these fellows off. Come down here, 
every man of you.' 


"Glancing behind me, I saw Cody, 


Talt and 'Chips,' with five cavalrymen, 
eagerly bending forward in their sad- 
dles, grasping carbine and rifle, every 
eye bent upon me, watching for the 
signal. Not a man but myself knows 
how near they are. That's right, close 
in, you beggars! 
Ten seconds more 


and you are on them! A hundred and 
twenty-five yards—a hundred—ninety. 
'Now, lads, in with you!'

ta a confused heap on the prairie. The 
Cheyenne struggles to his feet for an- 
other shot, but Cody's second bullet 
hits the mark. It Is now close quar- 
ters, knife and knife. After a hand to 
hand struggle Cody wins, and the 
young chief, Yellow Hand, drops life- 
less in Ms tracks after a hot fight 
Baffled and astounded, for once in a 
lifetime beaten at their own game, 
their project of .-Joining Sitting Bull 
nipped In the bud, they take hurried 
flight. But our chief Is satisfied. 'Buf- 
falo Bill' is radiant' His are the hon- 
ors of the day!" 


General Cook, commanding the de- 


partment, who had started early In 
spring, was up in the north and ,had 
fought the same Indians who after- 
ward destroyed General Ouster's com- 
mand. 


He fought them in the battle of the 


Rosebud 011 the 17th of May. This 
was a very indecisive contest—practi- 
cally a severe check to him—compel- 
ling him to take up permanent camp 
on the Big Goose creek (where Sheri- 
dan, 
Wyo., now stands) and there 


await re-enforcements. 


General Sheridan ordered Generals 


Merritt and Carr, with the Fifth cav- 
alry, to make forced marches to join 
Crook at Goose creek. 


I was with this command as chief 


of scouts and guide, and we had been 
operating in northwestern Nebraska 
and the southern part of Dakota to 
keep the Indians from the Red Cloud 
and Spotted Tail agencies from going 
north to Join the hostlles under Sitting 
Bull.
